THE POOR RAILROADS.

Chairman of Recent Demoeratie State
Convention Pleads for One.

Three railroads were represented before
the State Board of Tax Commissioners yes-
terday, each asking a reduction in its as-
sessment. Major G. V. Menzies and receiver
H. H. C. Barlow appeared for the Evans-
ville & Terre Haute, which operates aiso
the Evansville & Indianapolis and
the Evansville & Richmond reads.
They sald that while the main
line was good property, its profits were
ruined by these worthless east lines, whose

fixed charges it guaranteed. It was stated
that the E. & R. road did not earn last
year to exceed, $1,000 a mile. Mr. Barlow
asked that the assessment be reduced from
$6.751 to 34,000 a mile. The assessment of
the B, & T. H. last year was $24,56 a
mile.

J. W. Lyford, of the Chicago & Eastern
Illinois road, eperating the Chicago & In-
dlana Coal road, asked for a reduction of
£2.%0 4 mile on each. He declared that the
coal-carrving business had flattened out
completely, and tme roads would have to
be run at a loss until the coal situation
became more settled,

B. (. Bell. of Fort Wayne, chairman of
the recent Democratic State convention,
and Godfrey Jacger appeared for the Lake
Shore & Michigan Southern, which was
last vear ausessed at $59.412 a mile. A plea
was made for a reduction eof $3.374 a mile
on the groumd that a very small percentage
of the traffic from which the road got its
earnings came from Indiana.

TEMPORARY CHAIRMAN OF DEMO-
CRATIC COUNTY COMMITTEE.

*

A Little Circumstance That Upset
Gold Men's Plans—Selection of Per-

manent Chairman Deferred.

.

The Democratic county committee met
vesterday for organization and did not or-
ganize., Of the 224 committeemen elected
the roli eall showed over ninety absent. The
silver men have a considerable majority on
the committee, but the gold contingent had
carefully-laid plans to retain control of the
organization, which worked beautifully up
to the last moment, when a little circum-
stance occurred that threw Leon O. Bailey
into the saddle and gave him the whip
hand.

As soon as the roll was called a commit-
tecemnan named Bruce made a motion that
the selection of a chairman be postponed
until Saturday. This was a slip in the gold
programme, for the leaders wanted a post-
ponement until a week from to-morrow, in
order that such members of the committee
as can be “handled™ could be brought into
camp. The idea was to have the candi-
dates on the county ticket, a majority of

who= are for the gold standard, dictate to
the committee whom it ghould elect, and
they in turn would be dictated to by Holt

and Taggart. In order to carry this pro-
Eramme out Attorney Barreit took the

stand and moved that the selection of a
chairman be postponed until Saturdayv,
Aug. 1. He pleaded that it was going to
require a close and desperate fight to carry
Marion county, and that the candidates
ought to be given time to confer with each
other and with members of the committee

and select the best man. One of the dele-
gates oblected to having the members
brought there =0 often, and gave it as his
opinion that they had sense enough to elect
their own chairman. He was sat upon,
however, and Charles Hall, another gold
man, was trotted out and pleaded for post-
ponement. Then Judge Brown, the nomi-
nee for Circuit Judge, made a long plea
that the candidates might be given a

chance to name the man. Joseph Fanning
added his volce and sald it was very doubt-

ful whether they could carry Marion coun-
ty, and they must exercise great care in se-

lecting the right sort of man. John Holtz-
man put in a plea, but made the mistake
of remarking that he had to go away, and

it would be necessary to select someone to
call the next meeting to order.

Finally the vote was put and carried to

postpone, Leon Baileyv was on hand., a
candidate for any old thing, as usual, and
the crowd began to yvell for Bailey for tem-
porary chairman, and he was elected with
a whoop. This puts Mr. Bailey in a fine
pogition. If he decides to stick and stay at
the head of the county committee, he can
do so, and the only way the gold men can
get him off is by throwing him support
enough to nominate him for Congress,
Baliley wouldp't object to holding both, but
it can be put down as a sure thing that he
will have one or the other.

RIOT,

Two Democratie Delegates Fined-—
Chargen Against a Policenian.
Michagl J. O'Brien, one of the star per-
formers in the howling menagerie which

held the boards at Tomlinson Hall Wednes.-
day, has lodged a complaint with the Board

of Public Safety agalnst patrolman Folts-
enlogel. O'Brien swears that Foltzenlogel

was guilty of conduct unbecoming an offi-
cer, and struck and handled him roughly
while he was attending the Democratle
county convention. While the storm of riot
was at its height, a delegate from one of
the precincts obtained recognition from the
Chair and procegded to read a resolution.
O’'Brien climbed on a chair and tried to
howl the reader down. Foltzenlogel was
near O'Brien and laid a hand on his shoul-

dey, ordering him to sit down. O'Brien's
friends appealed to the Chair, who directed
Captain Quigiey to have Foltzenlogel with-
draw, in order to restore peace in the

brawling Democratic family, Foltzenlogel
says that after he learned O'Brien was a

delegate he made no further efforts to seat
him. ile says that he was not unnecessar-
ily rough, and was only trying to protect
the delegate who had obtained recognition
from the Chair, and was tryving to intro-
duce his resolution. The Board of Public
Safety will probably dispose of the case at
the regular meeting next Wednesday night.
Foltzenlogel is regarded as a eareful,
conservative officer, and has a good record.
Superintendent Colbert =ays he always se-
lects cool-headed, reliable patrolmen for
duty at conventions. ' Brien has asked
that Michael Cain, Statehouse engineer,
Joseph Cain, af the City Dispensary, and
a number of other witnesses be summoned.
Joseph Wambaugh and Tom Marley, two
men who came to blows in the convention,
were tried in Justice Lockman's court yes-
terday morning.

He =ald that at the inter-
national Sunday school convention at Bos-
ton the report from Indiana showed that
she was one of the best organized and
conducted of any in the Union.

After a vigorous spéech full of enthusi-
asm by Mr. C. D. Mgigs, on the *"Needs of
the Sunday School,” tﬁu question box was
conducted by C. L. Weaver. At 7:30 Rev.
F. A. Guthrie, of Fairland, conducted the
devotional service and at 8 o'clock Mr.
Meigs gave another talk on “Why am I
in the SBunday School Work, and What
am I Doing?" After this a discussion by
those interested in the subject followed.

To-day a Chauvtaugua class will be grad-
uated and the day will e known as the
Chautauqua day. The Chautaugua course
is 4 course of four years' reading in sci-
ence, history, the transiated classics and
in English litarature, and is generally ac-
cepted as being equal to the collegiate
preparatory course. The university exten-
sion work, college, summer school and
Chautauqua reading courses are verﬁ pop-
ular with those unable to attend higher
institutions of learning.

THE RAIN AT BETHANY

Interfered with Finishing Touches-—
A Leecture on Hygiene,

All forenoon yesterday the work of fin-
ishing and furyishing the cottages at
Bethany, arran;?ng the summer hotel and
putting up more tents was continued.
However, the raln coming up suddenly, at
noon, somewhat delayed wqrk. There were
no exercises in the afternoon,. as the pro-
gramme stated there would be, for affairs
could not be put in shape; the president
was called to the city and Mr. Lucas was
unable to be present. At 1:30 p. m., Dr.
Ross’ gave a lecture in the reception
rooms of the sanatorium. His subject was
“Jewish Hygiene.” Among other things he
said:

“The hygiene of the Jews was charac-
terized by strict cleanliness. They washed
as soon as they arose, before and after
touching the dead or anything unclean..
They ate only animals that lived on vege-
tables. for the meat-eating animals were
apt to pe diseased. They were not per-
mitted fo eat birds that ate meat, as the
crow, bat, le, owl or stork. They did
not eat an animal that was diseased. The
test was by blowing up the lungs and dis-
secting out the largest blood vessels to
see If there were abscesses .\ Swine was
strictly prohibited. They were not allowed
10 eat fish without scales or fins, for these
were often polsonous and all were meat-
eaters. Water and vinegar, and all liquids
suspected of having foreign bedies in them,
had to be strained through a cloth. Vege-
tables subject to vermin (lettuce, onions,
Peas. berries)., had to be examined leaf b
eaf and berry by berry. Partly decay
fruit was not permitted to be eaten. E
cooked in the sand or by the side of a
fire were not eaten, because of the danger
of being partly hatched.”

Another point made was: “Beef tea is
one of the worst popular delusions of to-
day. The extract of meat contains scarce-
ly anything except waste matter. Beef tea
is a stone and not bread, Gruel and soups,
made from grains and vegetables, are far

LOGANSPORT ROUTE PEOPLE RE-
CORD A BIG MORTGAGE,

City Ofiicials, Who Look Favorably
on Its Entrance, Go Over the

Proposed Right of Way.

E. G. Cornelius, local representative of

the Indlanapolis, Logansport & Chicago
Railroad Company, petitioned the Board of

Public Works on July 8 to give the com-
pany a right of way from Nerith Indilan-
apolis to the Union Station. Maps of the
‘proposed route, which is to run parallel
with the right of way of the Big Four
company for the greater part of the dis-
tance, were submitted with the petition.
The Mayor and Board of Public Works
drove over the entire route yesterday aft-
ernoon, following closely the lines laid
down on the map. No conclusions were
reached as to the advisability of granting
the petition, but a conference will be held
with the officers of the road shortly. As
stated in the Journal at the time the peti-
tion was presented, local representatives of
the company claim that the undertaking
is a bona fide affair and the president was
then in Chicago signing a series of bonds

to secure monéy for the construction of
the road. Tuesday of this week a $1,000,-

000 mortgage of the company's property
to the Continental Trust Company of New

York, securing bonds for the construction
of the road, was recorded. The city offi-
cials believe that the company Is asking
for a right of way in good faith and that
{f it is granted the new line will be bulit
and put in operation. The Mayor said last
night ‘hat he believes much of the com-
mercial prosperity of this city has been
furnished by the railroads, and he believes

they should be given proper encourage-
ment. Some people, he says, claim that In-
dianapolis is already well supplied with
rallroads and does not need more. He be-
lieves that if a few rallroads are a good
thing, more railroads will be better, and
for this reason he believes in encouraging
competition. Great care will be taken to
determine whether more harm will be done
the streets the I, L. & C. company wishes
to occupy than compensating good will
accrue to the city before the company Is
granted any privileges. In arguing for the
right of way, the representatives of the
company assert that gansport now has
no direct route to Indlanapolis, that a large
section of the Btate will he benefited by
the route and that Indianapolis will share
in the benefits, as much stock and grain
will pass through local markets which now
finds its way to Chicago or Eastern citlea.
It is claimed also that the enterprise is
backed by Indiana capital and energy and
that State pride shoud induce Indianap-
olis authorities to foster the enterprise,

At the inception of the University of In-
dianapolis, last winter., Allen Fletcher re-
ferred to the fact that the Belt railroad
bonds would mature this summer and that
it might be possible the city could be in-
duced to set aside a part of the fynds
avallable from that source to the purpbses
of the university. Last night the Mayvor
said that he had not talked about that
question with any of the officers of the
university. “The university,” he said, “is
a very worthy undertaking and deserves
aid. We would all llke to see {t prosper,
We would also like to own the waterworks
and there are many other purposes to
which the money could be devoted, each
of more relative importance in the eyes of
their promoters than any other. It would
be a fine thing to own a big park, as well
as a lot of small parks, but this money
will have to be handled carefully. I am
not in favor of devoting it to any purpose
that will not be of lasting benefit.”

He =ays that the question of spending
part of the money for a new city building
has not been discussed, except in a gen-
eral way, several months ago, and that
that matter has not been considered se-
riously.

The Phoenix and the Franchise.

Telephone Company, had an informal con-
ference with the Board of Public Works
yesterday relative to the terms of the
franchise which the city pronoses to give
the company. He intimated that the East-
ern parties Interested are disposed to re-
gard the franchise as favorable, but did not
gay when it will be formally accepted.
